But, all the Common-Prayer-Books in the World, and all the Afts for Uni- 
formity, nor all the Kings and Parliaments in the World, can never make any 
thing #rxe that is really falſe ; nor make any thing falſe, which the Holy Scrip- 
tures plainly ſays tobe rrue, 

As, for example, ſuppoſe there be ſome miſtakes in the Common-Prayer-Book, 
by falſe Printing, or, inthe Table to find Ea#ter for ever, yet it is Statute-Law.
